France 
Is Fairly 
Warned—At the 
Mansion House Banquet at London 
r the Premier Says Trade Must Pur­ 
sue an Unchecked Course on the 
Niger, Nile and Zambesi. 


London, Nov. IO.—The brilliancy 01 
the gathering at the lord mayor’s ban 
quet at the guildhall Tuesday evening 
was somewhat marred by the tokens of 
mourning for the late duchess of Tech. 
The marquis of Salisbury was greet­ 
ed with several minutes’ of continuous 
cheering. He began by deploring the 
engineers’ dispute, which he said “in­ 
volves the future prosperity or disas­ 
ter of the country,’’ but added that he 
was glad to say there was a renewed 
prospect that the board of trade’s in­ 
tervention would prove successful. 
After referring to the conduct of the 
troops on the Indian frontier and 
warmly praising.the conduct of the 
Anglo-Egyptian expedition in the Sou­ 
dan campaign, the premier came to the 
leading passage in his speech, introduc­ 
ing the tangled question of the Niger 
and the conflicting claims and inter­ 
ests of Great Britain and France in that 
section of West Africa. He said: 
“It might not achieve the general 
conciliatory process desired if I en­ 
tered frankly into all the negotiations 
between the powers respecting Africa. 
We are all aware of the great extent of 
territory cast loose durimg the last 
twenty years in Africa and put up as 
the object of acquisition for several 
enterprising governments. The negoti­ 
ations that are proceeding will possibly 
continue a long time. We desire that 
territory to be governed on strict prin­ 
ciples of right and with a constant re­ 
gard to its prosperity and to the in­ 
terests of the empire. We do not de­ 
sire unjust and illegitimate achieve­ 
ments, and we do not wish to take ter­ 
ritory simply because it would look 
well to paint red on the maps. 
“Our objects are strictly business. 
We wish to extend commerce, trade, in­ 
dustry and civilization; to throw open 
as many markets as possible and to 
bring together as many consumers and 
producers as possible, and to open the 
great natural highways and waterways 
of the continent. 
We wish trade to 
pursue an unchecked course on the 
Niger, the Nile and the Zambesi, and, 
in doing these things, while we wish 
to behave in a neighborly manner and 
to show due consideration for the feel­ 
ings and claims of others, we are oblig­ 
ed to say that there is a limit to the 
exercise of this particular set of feel­ 
ings, and we cannot allow our plain 
rights to he overridden.” 
In Concluding his speech Lord Salis­ 
bury said: “One hope we have of pre­ 
venting the competition of armaments 
among European powers ending in a 
terrible effort for mutual destruction, 
fatal to civilization, is that the powers 
may gradually be brought to act to 
gether in a friendly spirit as to all 
questions that may arise until at last 
they shall be welded into some inter­ 
national construction which will give 
the world, as the result of their great 
strength, a long spell of unfettered 
commerce, prosperous trade and con­ 
tinual peace.”

Let us rec­ 
ognize this. 
The 
international 
bi­ 
metallic commission, appointed under 
the St. Louis pledge of the Republican 
party, have made strenuous efforts on 
behalf of this policy. 
Those efforts 
have proved futile. 
The commercial 
necessities of the world have demon- 
sstrated that a dual standard is com­ 
mercially unacceptable and 
in 
the 
present stage of civilization impossi­ 
ble. The hour has come it seems to 
us when a national recognition of this 
fact is necessary. 
“The situation demands a definite, 
clear, unequivocal declaration that in­ 
ternational bimetallism is a dream of 
the past. 
The United States must 
proclaim their acceptance of the ‘world 
fact’ and plant themselves finally on 
the single gold standard. The procla­ 
mation of this monetary position will 
quicken our commerce, increase for­ 
eign investments and make permanent 
and prosperous conditions which have 
begun to manifest themselves in our 
country. 
“We invite the friends of ‘sound 
money’ and all who would contribute 
to the well being and safety of our 
commercial life to join 
in 
bringing 
about the unmistakable declamation 
that now and henceforth the monetary 
system of the United States shall rest 
on the single gold standard.”

Only One Death Is Reported—State 
Building at Milledgville Badly Dam­ 
aged By Flames—Inmates Rescued 
With Difficulty—Heavy Burden For 
the Taxpayers. 


Milledgeville, Ga., Nov. IO.—At noon 
Tuesday flames burst through the roof 
of the eastern wing of the negro build­ 
ing at the Georgia lunatic asylum and 
baffled the combined powers of the fire 
departments of Milledgeville and Ma­ 
con until it completely laid waste the 
structure in which 
the 
state 
had 
housed nearly 1,000 colored lunatics. 
W ithout a moment’s delay after the 
fire was discovered the guards were 
summoned to the scene, the huge gates 
flung wide open, the cell doors burst 
loose and the hundreds of negro lunat­ 
ics driven out of the door of the build­ 
ing into the yards to the rear of the 
building, where they were guarded un­ 
til other buildings could be vacated for 
their custody. 
Meantime they hud­ 
dled together, shouting, singing and 
praying. Many of them were murder­ 
ous lunatics who had been sent to the 
asylum 
instead of the gallows, 
and 
many 
were 
dangerous, 
depraved 
wretches little better than brutes. 
The mad throng was driven into the 
corners of the yard, the men on one 
side and the women on the other, and 
were guarded by platoons of attend­ 
ants. The asylum fire apparatus was 
brought out and the men within five 
minutes after the alarm was sounded 
had a stream pouring upon the roof. 
The fire had originated in the attic of 
the eastern wing, which is the apart­ 
ment for the colored women. 
The 
firemen worked diligently for an hour 
and a half, but finding that their ef­ 
forts were vain a telegram was sent 
lo Macon asking the fire department 
#f that city be sent to the rescue. 
W ithin half an hour Chief Monroe 
/ones of the Macon department had 
in engine and apparatus on a flat car 
and a special train brought them and 
fifteen or twenty firemen to Milledge­ 
ville within an hour's time. 
When 
they arrived on the scene the crowds 
bt lunatics had been carried out of the 
way and safely housed, one patient, 
Rebecca Arnold, falling dead on the 
Way. 
Chief Jones of the Macon depart­ 
ment quickly turned his force to work 
npon the flames, which by this time 
were advancing well across the cen­ 
ter structure and upon the soutnern 
I “L” of the building. Notwithstanding 
j all efforts, the flames spread to all parts 
I of the structure and the institution is

“I am going to Illinois, where there 
is a very stubborn fight on, and I hope 
to be able to find a way of settlement. 
Both operators and miners are deter­ 
mined and will not give in. 
I am sor­ 
ry 
to 
see 
this, and I go to try to 
change it. I am hoping to see better 
discipline in the organization. At the 
present time the miners reserve the 
right to disobey the laws they have 
made themselves, and it is this whic’a 
I want to see changed. 
“There is another struggle coming 
Just as sure as I am here. 
In less 
than sixty days the present scale of 
wages will expire. It is your duty to 
be prepared to meet the operators in 
such a manner as to be able to en­ 
force your demands. From the anthra­ 
cite regions of Pennsylvania to Wheel­ 
ing, and from Lake Erie To Alabama, 
the miners are organizing. The only 
way we can keep the advantage we 
have gained is by presenting a solid 
front.”

Hold on!” stopping the revolving hat 
and closing his eyes, he said in a very 
low voice: “ O Lord, I don’t kuow as 
one cowpuncher is much object to you, 
you got so many, but I never did much 
dirt only to Billy, and he was so mean 
himself, it served him right.

this, w ith the help of the cane, he 
would walk.

It 
was slow and painful motion, but by 
contrast w ith the three miles achieved 
in three days on hands aud knees it 
seemed both rapid and easy. He coverer 
the distance to the ranch in one day anc 
uight, coming in just when the foreman 
was calling, “ Roll out.” 
The first thing he asked after the 
boys had put him in bed and cut off the 
rawhide was for somebody to shave him. 
He had a hard enough time for sev­ 
eral weeks, but the doctor did not am­ 
putate the leg as he at first threatened 
to do. We never convinced this saw­ 
bones, though we showed him the raw ­ 
hide splint, of the fact that the man 
walked 11 miles on a broken leg. 
“ Humbug,” said he. “ No such case 
on record. The thing is preposterous. ”
